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STATEMENT OF FACTS 



In or about 1994, Hitachi Microsystems Inc. (now Hitachi Semiconductor 
(America), Inc.), a wholly-owned subsidiary of Assignee of this application, Hitachi, Ltd., began 
design and development of a next generation processor that would replace a then commercially 
marketed processor (hereinafter, the "Earlier Processor"). It was contemplated the next 
generation processor would retain much of the architecture of the Earlier Processor, but would 
include digital signal processing (DSP) functionality. This design and development effort would 
also include development of a new assembler; one that would be able to not only recognize, 
interpret, and assemble (to machine language) assembly language instructions of the instruction 
set architecture used by the Earlier Processor, but also newly added instructions that would 
exercise the added DSP functionality of the next generation processor. 

The responsibility for creating the new assembler was assigned to another wholly- 
owned subsidiary of Assignee, Hitachi America, Ltd. Development of the new assembler meant 
that it would not be available, until completed, for assembling new (DSP related) assembly 
language instructions for testing, debugging, and benchmarking the next generation processor 
design. Thus, rather than wait, the present invention was developed to incorporate the assembler 
for the Prior Processor into a "Spoof assembler that was capable of handling instructions added 
to the new instruction set architecture to take advantage of the added DSP capability. 
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The Spoof assembler was never made public, never sold, and used only internally 
by Assignee and Assignee's wholly-owned subsidiary to test and benchmark the design of the 
next generation processor. In addition, speech compression programs were developed using the 
Spoof assembler, which were later provided to customers of the next generation processor when 
put on the market. 
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
